Duluth, June 13,—' Bill" Randolph 
indicted for the killing ‘of args 
ed” Sullivan at Koochiching,and found 
guilty of manslaughter in the first de- 
gree at his first trial, was yesterday 
acquitted by a Grand Rapids’ ju 

With his mother and father sisters 
and brothers and attorneys, Randolph 
‘arrived in the city at 7 o'clock last 
evening, probably the happiest man i in 
all the land. The crime for whigh he 
was indicted occurred in Febrnary, 
191. It was one of the most intérest- 
ing battles ever fought near the bdund- 
ary line. Sullivan kept an inn,| and 
was known asa desperate man, He 
is said to have threatened to shoot 
Randolph on sight. This did not dis- 
turb the latter, however, and he ivent 
to Snilivan's home. Almost ad Soon as 
he entered the fireing began. Ran- 
dolph was struck twice, and Sullivan 
received wounds from which he died 
in a few minutes. 

Randolph | was indicted and (ried 
last fall at Grand Rapids. To the sur- 
prize of his friends, the jury found hini 
guilty of manslaughter. His attorneys 
Daniel G, Waite and GC. 0. Baldwin, 
discovered that whisky had fount its 
way into the jury room during tie 42 
hours’ deliberation, and'a motio 
anew trial was granted. Since jhat 
time Randolph hag been out on bends. 
of $5,000. He has had plenty of 
chances to escape, as he lives but ‘al few 
niles from the Canadian line,. bul his 
nerve remained with him.and it is bup- 
pesed had much te do with the final 
verdict.
